thee hild plenty of room to work . 
The fewer m aterials available, 
the more creative a child will be, 
th e m aintains. W hen 
children 
first come to her stu dio, she lim ­ 
its them to two colors, and lets 
them work ou t shading varia­ 
tions. 
“Their sensitivity to color will 
develop if they are prevented 
from splashing reck lessly in all 
the paint pots,” she says, bring ­ 
ing ou t a pictu re done entirely in 
red and yellow. 
“See how m any shading s this 
child has u sed. Compare it with 
his first pictu re, draw n so th a t I 
cou ld estim ate his work .” 
Indians in shades as g ay as Jo­ 
seph’s coat sit stiffly on a m u lti­ 
colored prairie. 
“There’s no beau ty in a pictu re 
lik e th a t,” says Mrs. Cane. 
Complete freedom in choosing 
and work ing ou t ideas is g ranted 
children in Mrs. Cane’s classes 
becau se she feels th a t to 
set 
them all to draw ing the same ob­ 
ject wou ld repress their own in­ 
dividu ality. 
For the same reason she teach­ 
es nothing abou t the m echanics 
of art, which, she says, is only a 
set of arbitrary ru les made by 
adu lts. 
“How can you expect children 
to u nderstand Renaissance th e­ 
ories of painting ? If a child can 
interpret w hat he sees, he is an 
artist. Photog raphic representa­ 
tions of other people’s work are­ 
n ’t artistic.” 
W hen children come to the 
Cane stu dio they first are told to 
scribble on laig e pieces of paper, 
in order o g ain freedom of arm 
movement. 
Then Mrs. Cane decides with 
them w hat their scribbling s look 
lik e, and they apply colors to the 
su g g ested objects. Bit by bit th eit 
im ag ination is stim u lated, and 
with it their powers of observa­ 
tion.

Members of local safety cou n­ 
cils and others interested in re ­ 
du cing the nu m ber of nig ht tim e 
accidents have been invited to 
attend, as has the g eneral pu blic. 
Don. F. Stiver, director of the 
Indiana departm ent 
of pu blic 
safety; Ju dg e John G u tk necht, 
who 
presides 
over 
Chicag o’s 
fam ed traffic cou rt; a represent­ 
ative of the Indiana state hig h­ 
way commission, sponsors of the 
project; Edward H. Utley, presi­ 
dent of the M ichig an City C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce, and R. C. Fed- 
der, m ayor of M ichig an City, will 
be am ong those on the speak ers’ 
prog ram. Radio stations WIND 
and WWA5 will broadcast the 
actu al 
ceremonies 
w hen 
the 
lig hts are tu rned on formally for 
the first time. 
Alarmed by the nu m ber 
of 
nig ht tim e accidents, m embers of 
the state hig hway commission 
selected one mile of hig hway on 
Road 20, from the M ichig an Cen­ 
tral Railroad west to the cu toff 
road to the old Du nes hig hway, a 
section 
fam iliar 
to 
m otorists 
driving th a t pa rt of Indiana be­ 
cau se of fog conditions, frequ en­ 
cy of accidents and heavy traffic 
conditions. It was pointed ou t 
th a t where hig hway lig hting has 
been installed in other states, 
nig ht accidents have decreased 
by 35 to 50 per cent. 
Typical of the accidents th a t 
m ig ht occu r w ithou t hig hway 
lig hting 
on 
heavily 
travelled 
hig hways is an accident occu r­ 
ring two years ag o, in which sev­ 
enteen au tom obiles and tru ck s 
piled u p near M ichig an City, k ill­ 
ing three persons and seriou sly 
inju ring nine others. In this ac­ 
cident, the road was obscu red 
partly by fog . Inclu ded in the 
property am ag e was the contents 
of two au to carriers, which car­ 
ried six new cars each. The new 
cars were badly battered. 
Mr. Utley asserted th a t hig h­ 
way lig hting wou ld have pre­ 
vented this and sim ilar accidents 
which tak e an annu al toll of 
more th an 
a million 
persons 
k illed or inju red and 5,000,000 
property dam ag e accidents. 
A fter the state hig hway com­ 
mission 
selected 
this 
stretch 
near M ichig an 
City, arrang e­ 
m ents were made w ith the N orth­ 
ern Indiana Pu blic Service com­ 
pany to provide the energ y, and 
the company is co-operating in 
the dem onstration. The equ ip­ 
m ent u sed is the new type sod­ 
iu m vapor lig hts developed in 
the G eneral Electric laboratories. 
They have 10,000 lu m en intens­ 
ity. The lam ps are spaced 240 
feet apart on the mile of hig h­ 
way to be dedicated next T hu rs­ 
day. 
“W ith the increase in au tom o­ 
tive traffic throu g hou t the state 
of Indiana, the hig hway commis­ 
sion has been focu sing its a t­ 
tention on the redu ction of acci­ 
dents,” said the commission an ­ 
nou ncem ent of the project. “The 
commission is anxiou s to 
see 
w hether 
the 
developm ent 
of 
proper lig hting on certain sec­ 
tions of state roads will redu ce 
the nu m ber of accidents.” 
The installation of this pioneer
